Two Prince Children 
Burned to Death in 
Their Atlanta Home 


Atlanta Ne vy, Be 
A fire of undetermined origin 
Wednesday (19) cost the lives of 
Helen and Edgar Prince, children 
of David Prince, southeastern dis- 


trict manager for Paramount, when 


heroic efforts at rescue by Georg: 
(Tiny) Parker, international league 
umpire, and a negro servant em- 
ployed by the Princes, failed to 
reach the children, The Princes 
toswell road home was entirely 


destroyed. 


Mrs. Prince, summoned from a 
bridge party, collapsed when she 
learned that the children, aged 12 
and 9, were still in the burning 
structure, She is under care of 
physicians at a local hospital and 


is said to be in a serious condition. 
Mr. Prince, in Albany, Ga., on a 
business trip, was informed of the 
fire and returned to Atlanta be- 
fore the bodies could be taken from 
the smouldering ruins. 
The flames were discovered short- 


ly before midnight by Lillian Reed, 
Negro maid, who awoke to find the 
house filled with smoke and the 
lighis out. Under the impression 
the children had made their way to 
safety, she ran outside, gave the 





alarm, and summoned her husband, 


| Tom Reed, the family chauffeur. 
He found the children were trapped 
in their second floor bedrooms, and 


made two attempts to rescue them. 


Flames drove him back from the 
front door. He then mounted a 
ladder to the second floor level, 


smashed a window with his fist and 
attempted to climb inside. A burst 
of flames and smoke struck him in 
the face and he fell 20 feet to the 
ground, suffering a badly wrenched 
hip and body bruises. 


Parker, who was driving along 
| Roswell road, made three attempts 


to rescue the children by mounting 


the ladder into the bedroom, but 
each time he was driven back by 
the flames.

(21).
